not affor to assume one. 

The Dominion Governmen un 
dertook its camp policy to care 
for men who are admittedly 
not a charge on British Colum¬ 
bia. 

Whatever the argument may 
be about the federal responsibil¬ 
ity for unemployment general¬ 
ly, nobody has argued that cue 
community has to care for r.ll 
the unemployed in Canada. 

Suppose the whole 700,000 
descended on Vancouver? Would 
we have to provide for them? 

Tlie indubitable fact is that 
75 or 80 per cent of the camp 
men are from other provinces. 
That is why the Dcminion is 
taking care of them. 

Incidentally,, half the camp 
men in Canada are in British 
Columbia. No other province 
has a comparable situation. 

If Vancouver undei took t > 
provide relief for the 1800 strik 
ers now present in this city, we 
should be overwhelmed within 
a week with the remaining 0,- 
uOO. We would have 8,000 of 
them to care for. 

That is L th absurd and im¬ 
possible. 

Similarly, if the province un¬ 
dertook to provide relief the 
same thing would happen. 

Out of this undoubted con¬ 
clusion that only Ottawa is leg¬ 
ally and morally respons'/ble for 
the situation and that only Ot¬ 
tawa has the resources to deal 
with it, come two possibilities 
wherelr r the relief camp prob¬ 
lem may be solved. 

In the first place, Ottawa 
may, if she chooses, provide 
single homeless men with ord¬ 
inary relief allowances wherever 
they may be. 

In the second place, Ottawa 
may adopt the contractor’s plan. 

Figuncs have been worked 
out to show that for about 25 
to 30 per cent more than the 
camps now cost, the same num¬ 
ber of men can be put to work 
under experienced contractors 
in conditions of private emnlov- 
ment at a minimum of forty 
cents per hour for six months 
of the year.

Width of strips i a an import¬ 
ant point to first decide. The 
Act specifies strips not wider 
than twenty rods anil in most 
instances strips will need to be 
wider than this to give maxim¬ 
um protection. On vorv sandy 
soil or heavy clays which drift 
so readily, strips need be a* r.ar- 
row as ten rods or less. A 
minibe r of farmers operating on 
soil of either these two extreme 
types are even using five rod 
8trip a t 0 advantage. On the 
medium soils which are some¬ 
what less susceptible to drift¬ 
ing, strips 13 1-3 rods or 16 
rods wide are used by many 
successful farmers. A misakc 
frequently made has lieen to 
make the strips too wide at the 
start. This, the beginner in 
strip farming i s urged to guard 
against. When made too wide 
for the tvpc of soil farmed, the 
strips not only fail to provide 
r.clcc late protection but when 
once laid out the strips usually 
cann >t be reduced in width with 
out considerable /difficulty. 

By using widths of either 6 
rods, 10 rods, 13 1-3 rods, 16 
rods o r 20 rods, a section or 
quar.er section is divided into 
strips of equal width. The 
width of 13 1-3 lods i a frequ 
ently used in stripping where 
a three year rotation, consist¬ 
ing of summer fallow and two 
year; of grain, is followed. 
Strip? 13 1-3 rods wide run 12 
to the hnlf mile and therefore 
divide clvenly by three to accorr- 
edato a throe year rotation. 

Where the farm is summ.er- 
fallo ved each year stripping 
means an increase in crop acre¬ 
age he year Ihe strip R are laid 
out, since all of the summer- 
fallowed area is seeded and in 
addition one half of the stupble 
sumner-fallowed. There would 
he m obiect. in fact there would 
jbe considerable danger, in strip¬ 
ping the summer-fallow. 

Stripping must first be laid 
out n stubble land that would 
othe -wise be all seeded or sum¬ 
mer fallowed. To get a field 
into stripa it is necessary to fal¬ 
low one half of it and seed the 
other to grain. This necessit¬ 
ates seeding 80 acres in stubble 
for c ell ICO acces farmed where 
a two year rotation is used and 
tlie total acreage consequently 
is increased to that extent the 
year striping is introduced. With 
a three-year rotation, consisting 
of summer-fallow and two years 
of grain, stripping may be start 
ed without affecting tile crop 
acreage. 

In stripping a field the pro- 
ccdu e is to stake out the strips 
of tlie width desired, cultivate 
and seed every other strip and 
fallow the alternating strips 
that have not been seeded. The 
strips must of course run north 
and south and great care needs 
to be exercised in keeping each 
strip an even width and the 
lines straight. Farming opera¬ 
tions are greatly facilitated 
where these essntial details are 
carefully observed, while p great 
deal of time may be lost in> work 
ing strips that have not been 
laid with proper care. A shal¬ 
low plough furrow is a good 
way of marking the strips orce 
they are located.

POTATOES AS STOCK-FEED 

V he:i the true value of pot- 
• aloes as feed for livestock and 
poultry is realized, much larger 
quantities than at present empl 
eyed will be used. With high 
prices lor stock and poultry 
feeds and a surplus of potatoes 
in Eastern Canada, stock rais¬ 
ers near the plentiful supplies 
<d potatoes have a g'ood oppor¬ 
tunity to reduce their feed bills 
I • feeding poaloes. Other caun 
tries make much use of potatoes 
as stock-feed. In Germany, for 
instance, only 30 per cent of 
the total potato crap is used 
for table purposes, and approx 
bamoly •!() per cent for stock 
leading. On the other hand, in 
Canada 04.5 per cent of the 
crop finds its way to tlie table 
and only about 1 i per cent for 
stock feeding. Stock raisers, 
.ays the Agricultural Situation 
and Outlook, recently issued by 
the Dominoin Department of 
'.griculturo and the .Depart- 
iii t of Trade and Commerce 
would be well advised to inform 
ihomselves on tiie proper nieth 
od.‘-> of feeding potatoes in the 
rations to ensure the best res¬ 
ults. In brief, potatoes are in 
fact “watered” carbohydrate 
concentrates. They may be us¬ 
ed, therefore. a a a substitute 
for barly and corn, as in tlie 
rations of pigs, in which case 
it is important to bear in mind 
that four pounds of potatoes 
are equal to one pound of cereal 
meal.
